November  1  —  All  students  on  campus  may  pick  up  registration  packets  at  any 
hour  on  Monday,  November  1,  from  8:00  to  12:00  and  1:00  to  5:00 
in  the  auditori\jm  of  the  Administration  Building.  Students 
whose  last  names  begin  with  A  through  J  should  enter  by  the  left 
door.  All  others,  by  the  right  door. 

November  1  through  19  —  Students  to  pick  up  Registration  Approval  Forms  from 
advisers. 

November  8  through  19  ~  Pick  up  course  cards  from  the  Registration  Center  in 
the  recreation  area  of  the  cafeteria  (first  floor).

November  30  —  Registration  of  new  students  and  returning  students  not  on 

These  students  will  secure  a  Registration 
Approval  Form  from  their  adviser  and  pick  "up  course  cards  and 
pay  fees  at  the  Registration  Center. 

DecQtiber  1  —  The  Registrar's  Office  will  begin  processing  drop-add  cards. 
Drop-add  forms  will  not  be  processed  on  November  30. 

December  7  —  Deadline  for  adding  a  course. 

January  h   —  Deadline  for  dropping  a  course  without  indicating  passing  or  failing. 

STUD5IJTS  FAILING  TO  REGISTER  N0VH>1BER  8  THROUGH  19 

Students  on  campus  failing  to  register  during  the  period  Novanber  8  through 
19  will  be  charged  a  late  fee  of  $10. 

REGISTRATION  PROCEDURES 

1.  Registration  begins  with  the  student's  adviser.  The  student  must  secure 
from  his  adviser  a  Registration  Approval  Form.  This  form  will  have  a 
place  for  the  adviser  to  list  courses  approved  for  winter  quarter.  The 
student  will  select  the  section  number  for  the  courses  listed  and  fill 
in  the  rordciinder  of  the  form. 

2.  The  student  will  take  his  Registration  Approval  Form  to  the  Registration 
Center.  All  cards  will  be  picked  up  from  the  Registration  Center  on 
presentation  of  the  Registration  Approval  Form,  with  the  exception  of 
course  cards  already  secured  from  the  department  chairmen  or  instructors 
in  sequence  courses.  Any  student  not  wanting  to  continue  in  the  same 
sequence  section  must  confer  with  the  department  chairman  for  approval  or 
denial  of  the  request. 


3.  After  the  course  cards  are  secured,  fees  will  be  paid  or  arrangements  will 
be  made  to  pay  fees  later  with  the  Office  of  Business  Affairs. 

U.  At  the  beginning  of  winter  quarter,  November  30,  meal  tickets  and  textbooks 
will  be  issued  upon  presentation  of  student's  receipt. 

5.  All  students  on  campus  are  expected  to  register  during  the  registration  period 
November  8  through  19 » 

CCMPLETION  OF  FORMS 

1.  Fill  in  all  blanks  on  information  card,  temporary  locator  card,  and  program  card. 

2.  Fill  in  the  left  hand  portion  of  the  fee  card  vdth  a  ball  point  pen. 

3.  Follow  directions  printed  on  the  library  card. 

U.  Follow  directions  printed  on  the  motor  vehicle  card. 

CLASS  AMISSION  CARD 

For  the  first  time  winter  quarter,  students  will  receive  two  course  cards. 
One  course  card  will  be  turned  in  with  the  packet  and  used  by  the  Registrar's 
Office.  The  other  course  card  will  be  titled  Class  Admission  Card  and  must  be 
kept  by  the  student  when  he  receives  his  course  cards.  The  student  must  present 
the  Class  Admission  Card  to  his  instinictor  at  the  first  class  meeting. 

DROP-ADD  PROCEDURE 

To  add  a  course,  a  student  has  to  secure  permission  and  the  drop-add  form 
from  his  adviser.  The  drop-add  form  is  taken  to  the  Registrar's  Office  to  pick    - 
up  a  new  course  card  and  Class  Admission  Card.  The  Class  Admission  Card  must 
be  taken  to  the  instructor  of  the  class  added  before  the  student  will  be 
admitted  to  class. 

To  drop  a  course,  the  student  must  get  the  approval  of  his  adviser.  (A 
drop-add  form  is  obtained  from  the  student's  adviser.)  The  student  must  secure 
the  Class  Admission  Card  from  the  instructor  involved  and  take  it  and  the  drop-  , 
add  form  to  the  Office  of  the  Registrar. 

APPLIED  MUSIC  COURSES 

All  students  taking  applied  music  courses  must  have  these  courses  approved 
by  Dr.  Spencer.  After  Dr.  Spencer  indicates  approval  on  the  Registration  Form, 
course  cards  vriLll  be  issued  at  the  Registration  Center. 

STUDENT  LOAD 

Graduate  students  may  not  take  more  than  15  hoiirs.  Undergraduate  students 
may  not  take  more  than  19  hours  without  the  approval  of  the  Registrar. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Women  who  are  married  and  whose  packets  are  under  their  maiden  names 
should  go  to  the  Records  Room  before  registration  for  the  winter  quarter. 


Undergraduate  and  graduate  students  expecting  to  complete  degree  requirements 
at  the  end  of  winter  quarter  nust  file  application  or   degree  and  certificate  by 
5  P.ii.  on  Registration  Day,  November  30. 

Graduate  students  who  plan  to  register  for  undergraduate  courses  must  go  to 
the  Computer  Center  for  registration  instructions  before  they  register.
